ELAINE'S SECRET. 


A Private Letter to William Walter 


PheliM, Wherein Me Seta Fortb 
tjic Facts Relating' to His Do- 
mestic !U>liUio;:s. 


The Hon. William Walter Phelps 


takes the responsibility of giving to the 
public the following private letter, ad- 
dressed to him nearly two weeks ago : 


AUGUSTA, September 
G, 1884—MY 


DEAB MK. PHELPS : I have your favor 
of the 4th, advising me that the con- 
tinuous invention and wide circulation 
of evil reports render it advisable, in 
your judgment, not to wait the slow 
process of the law, but to speak directly 
to the public in my own vindication. 
In this opinion many others, in whose 
judgment I rely, concur. 
I shrink in- 


stinctively from the suggestion, al- 
though I feel sure I could strengthen 
the coufidencs of all who feel friendly 
to me by bringing to their view the 
single thread of truth which is concealed 
iu this endless tissue of falsehood, Yoii 
can imagine how inexpressibly painful 
it must be to discuss one's domestic 
life in the press, although I think with 
you that under the circumstances I 
could count upon the generosity of the 
public to justify a statement which 
otherwise might seem objectionable. I 
can, iu any event, safely commit the 
facts to you for personal communica- 
tion to those friends who have taken so 
delicate and so considerate an interest 
iu my affairs. 


The leasure hours of to-day, when 


our campaign is ended nnd we wait only 
.'.or the election, gives me the oppor- 
tunity for this prompt reply and for the 
i'ollowivjg essential details: At George- 
town, Kentucky, in the Spring of 1848, 
when I wns but sixteen years of nge, I 
first met the lady wbo for more Ihuu 
thirty-four years has been my wife. 
Our acquaintance resulted at the end of 
six months in an engagement, wtoieh, 
without tho prospect of a speedy mar- 
riage, we naturally sought to keup to 
ourselves. 
Two years Inter, in the 


Spring of 1850, when I 
WUB maturing 


plans to leave ray profession ia Ken- 
tucky and establish myself elsewhere, 
I was suddenly summoned to Pennsyl- 
vania by the denth of my father. 
It 


being very doubtful if I could return to 
Kentucky, J wan threatened with an 
indefinite separation from her who pos- 
sessed my entire devotion. 
My one 


wish was to secure her to myself by an 
indissoluble tie against every possible 
contingency in life, and ou thu 30th 
day of June, 1850, just piior to my de- 
parture from Kentucky, we were, in the 
presence of chosen aud trusted friends, 
united by what I knew was, in my na- 
tive State of Pennsylvania, a perfectly 
legal form of marriage. 
On reaching 


homo, I found that my family, espec- 
ially my bereaved mother, strongly dis- 
countenancing my business plans us 
involving too long a separation 
from 


home and kindred. I complied with 
her wish that I should resume, at least 
for a time, my occupation in Kentucky, 
whither I returned in the latter part of 
August. During tho ensuing Winter, 
induced by misgivings, which wore in- 
creased by legal consultations, I became 
alarmed lest a doubt might be thrown 
upon the validity of our marriage by 
reason of non-compliance with the law 
of the State where it hud occurred; for 
I had learned that the laws of Kentucky 
made n license certified by Ihe Clerk of 
the Connly Court an indispentuble re- 
quisite of legal marriage. 
After much 


deliberation, and 
with 
an 
anxious 


desire to guard iu the most effectual 
manner against any embarrassment re- 
sulting from our position—for which I 
nlone was responsible—we decided that 
the simplest, and at the same timo surest 
way was to repair to Pennsylvania, 
aud hnve another marriage pervico per- 
formed. This was done, in the presence 
of witnesses, iu the city of Pittsburg, 
in the mouth of March, 1851, but was 
not otherwise made public, for obvious 
easous1 It wiis solemnized only to se- 
ure an indisputable validity, the firht 
narriage being by my wife ancl myaelf al- 
ways held sacred. At the mature age 
of fifty-four I do not defend the wisdom 
or the prudence of a secret murriage, 
suggested by the ardor aud inexperience 


youth; but its honor and us purity 


were inviolate, I believe, in the sight of 
~od, and cannot be made to appear 
stherwise by the wicked device of men. 
t brought to me a companionship 


which has been my chief happiness 
rom boyhood's years to this hour, and 
bas crowned me with whatever of sue 
cess I have attained in life. 
My eldest ' 


hild, a son, was born in his grnnd- 
nnther's house ou the 18th dny of June, 
851, iu the city of Augusta, Maine, 
md died in her arms three years later. 
3is ashes repose in the cemetery of his 
lative city beneath the stono which re- 
:ords his name and the limits of his in- 
looeut life. 
That stone, which had 


tood for almost a generation, has re- 
:eut!y been defaced by brutal aud sac- 
ilegious hands. As a candidate for the 
?residency I knew that I should en- 
ouuter many forms of calumny and 
:>ersonal defamation, but I confess that 


did not expect to be called upon to 


lefend the name of my beloved aud 
lonored wife, who is a mother and 
;randrnother, nor did 1 expect that the 
;rave of my little child would be cru- 
lly desecrated. 
Against such gross 


orms of wrong the law gives me no 
dequate redress, aud I kuow that in 
tie end my most effective appeal ngainst 
ho unspeakable outrages which I resist 


must be the nobla manhood and noble 
womanhood of America.

Evil 
Effects or Fr«e Trade—Ger- 


man Protectionists. 


A New York Tribune reporter has in- 


terviewed William D. Kelley, of Penn- 
sylvania, who has just returned from 
Europe. He said: "I have been to 
Europe studying the condition of the 
working classes in the free trade coun- 
tries of Great Britain, Holland 
and 


Switzerland. I spent most of the time 
iu Switzerland. I dare not tell in pub- 
lic what I saw there. 
Even the persons 


who know me best would refuse to be- 
lieve ma. A public speaker who would 
undertake to relate 
his 
experience 


among tho laboring classes in these 
three countries would risk his reputa- 
tion for veracity. I saw the most hor- 
rible sights. 
Tho misery, squalor aud 


absolute starvation that stare one in the 
face on a visit to the garrets and cellars 
of London are almost beyond belief. 
I found a deplorable state of affairs in 
Switzerland, us in England. The free 
trade principles, enunciated by Cobden, 
Peel and Bright forty years, ago, are 
dwarfing and blighting the inhabitants 
of these countries to-dny. Labor has 
been so cruelly, painfully, shamefully 
cheapened in Switzerland, that life, 
with tho workingmuu, is a struggle for 
food enough to barely sustain life, and 
he doesn't think of saving money or 
adorning his home. Mothers give their 
infants fusil schnapps, a low, poison- 
ous grade of brandy, to deaden their np- 
pelitea, while they go out through the 
day to assist in earning food for the 
family. 
This treatment 
of babies, 


coupled with the lack of food, is causing 
degeneracy. 
The children are sickly 


aud dwarfud, and victims to that horri- 
ble malady, pernicious nurcinin, a dis- 
ease which causes the bones to rot and 
to shrink in the flesh. Holland I found 
bristling with mouutnentK of dead man- 
ufactures, mills idle and tho doors of 
factories closed."

A JUetnilctl Statement For tbe 


Year. 


The annual report of Treasurer Boyd, 


made to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, for the school year begin- 
ning September 1, 1883, and ending 
August 31, 1884, furnishes some very 
interesting statistics about the schools 
and school moneys of Washoe county. 
At the beginning of the year there were 
$6,045 86 on hand. The receipts were 
$5,509 59 from the State, $13,830 2G 
from county taxes, and $3,329 20 from 
district taxes, making a total of $28,- 


714 91. The disbursements for the year 
were distributed as follows : Teachers' 
wages, $15,412 08 ; for bonds and in- 
terest on Keno school building, $2,- 
564 50 ; sites, buildings, repairs and 
furniture, $1,581 27 ; libraries and ap- 
paratus, $152 ; rent, fuel and contingent 
expenses, $1,650 21, a total of $21,- 
3G6 9G, leaving n balance of $7,347 95 
ou hand at the close of the school year. 
The amount of judfihtedness against the 
Reno district, on accjunt of buildings, 
is represented by $19,000 of outstand- 
ing bonds.
